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PUT ON REALTY TRANSFERS 


Comptroller Will Ask Next Legis- 
lature to Pass Law Compcil- 
ing True Showing. 

“The sum of $1 and other valu- 
able considerations” will figure in 
real estate transfers less frequent- 
ly if a reform planned by Comp- 
troller Nolte is put through the 
next Missouri Legislature. Nolte 
will ask the Legislature to pass a 
law requiring that the actual price 
paid for real estate be stated in 

all transfers recorded. 

He wants this information pri- 
marily to help assessors in their 
work, but thinks it will be a good 
thing also for the general public 
and for the realty bisiness. Nolte 
was a real estate dealer before he 
became Comptroller, and he is still 
interested in a realty firm. 

“The market price of stocks and 
bonds is a matter for the public,” 
Nolte said today, “so why not real 
estate? A true-value showing In 
realty deeds would protect the pub- 
lic from deception, and would stim 
ulate investment in realty.”” The 
Comptroller said he would have his 
proposal presented to the Legis- 
lature through the city’s legisia- 
tive agent, to be selected later by 
the Board of Estimate and Appor 
tionment. '
